Many 
co rrespo ndents remark that the grain 
has been so wn under the mo st favo r­ 
able co nditio ns o btaining fo r several 
years. 
Wheat is mo stly very pro mising. 
While so me fields are thin o r spo tted, 
and the plant in o thers has no t at­ 
tained a seaso nable gro wth, the gen­ 
eral o utlo o k fo r the cro p is very favo r­ 
able.

Cherries, plums, pears and aprico ts 
are in full blo o m, except in the no rth­ 
ern tier o f co untries. Peaches in the 
so uthern district and In parts o f the 
central district are no t so badly dam­ 
aged as was anticipated. So me o r­ 
chards are sho wing a fair blo o m and a 
mo derate yield Is expected. The fruit 
suffered severely in the no rthern co un­ 
ties., The o utlo o k fo r apples is fair at 
this time.
